I was called to the B. B. I. on 
Jan. to see two yount; ladies. 
I found thorn .sici< and suffering 
with typical cases of influenza. 
One of the young ladies agaibst 
ny orders was taken to her home I 
in the country which was a viola; 
tion of Health Laws. Her fath- ; 
er informed me was still very 
sick when he came to consult me 
on Saturday, February 7th. 

As Health Officer I am tryinir 
.^0 protect the health of the peo- 
ple, and keep under eontrol epi- 
demies nf contagiem diiMsee. 

Therefore: — 

I ask the Principals of all the 
schools to report to me all conta- 
triouR diseases found in their 
schools where • physician is not 
called in. 

We now have inflaeuza in our 
town in an [epidemic form. Quite 
a number of students at Union 
College have been reported by 
their physician. Hi-limd Park 
has an epidemic of influenza and 
one case of small pes witli seven 
,teen exposures. 

I want to ask the Heads of 
schools and families of the city to 
co-operate with me in stampinpr 
out contagions diseases. A Health 
Offices is very much handicapped 
without the co-operation and as- ' 
sistance of the citizens.
